^ Resident flies 
^application for 
V judicial recount 
into results of mayoral 
race

The local mayoral race con¬ 
tinues to be an ongoing story. 

On Monday, local resident 
and former councillor Bill 
Brunton applied for a court 
order to hold a hand-recount 
of ballots in the race between 
incumbent Doug Martin and 
13-year councillor Ann-Marie 
Noyes. 

Brunton will be represented 
by lawyer Eric Gillespie, who 
is also the legal representative 
for appellants of the Crystal 
Beach Gateway Project. 

A time frame for the court 
date has not yet been solidi¬ 
fied, but this Friday a hearing 
is expected and a judge will 
determine whether a hand 
count is warranted. 

After last Tuesday's 
recount, Martin was again 
deemed victorious with 4,836 
votes compared to Noyes' 
4,831.

In Brunton's affidavit sub¬ 
mitted to the Ontario Superior 
Court of Justice, he explains 
that he served as a member of 
the local council from 1997 to 
2000 as the representative for 
Ward 2. He also ran for mayor 
in 2003, but was defeated by 
Wayne Redekop. 

"As a result, I am familiar 
with the municipal electoral 
process, both as a former 
member of council and as a 
candidate for mayor," he 
wrote in the statement. 

After the Nov. 9 recount, it 
was determined that about 60 
ballots were not read by the 
vote tabulating machines, 
either because electors did 
not fill in the allotted space 
properly or because some 
people chose not to cast a vote 
in the mayoral race. 

"Given that the election for 
mayor has been decided to 
date by a margin of five votes, 
it is clearly possible that some 
or all of these 60 to 64 ballots 
could change the result of the 
election," said Brunton. 

"There appears to be good 
reason to doubt the results of 
the election for mayor until 


such time as the validity of 
these ballots has been cor¬ 
rectly determined," reads a 
portion of his affidavit 

Noyes said there will be 
fundraising efforts taken if the 
second recount is given the 
green light when she was 
asked if any money from her 
own pocket would go toward 
the hand count if it is granted 
by the court She also said 
leaving her name off the 
application to avoid having to 
file the cost as expenses in her 
election financial statements 
was not done purposely. 

"I haven't really thought 
that through," said Noyes on 
Wednesday. 

"As a concerned citizen, 
(Brunton) has the right to 
make the petition," she 

Noyes echoed statements 
from the affidavit, agreeing 
that because there were at 
least 60 ballots that registered 
in the voting machines as 
blank or with an improperly 
filled-out mark a hand count 
should take place. 

"With an election being this 
close, we need to look at those 
ballots," she said. 

Mayor Martin said he is not 


surprised someone else's 
name other than Noyes' is 
attached to the application. 

"We anticipated this and 
that someone other than the 
candidate would come for¬ 
ward," he said. 

Martin has his legal team 
ready and is confident he will 
be named mayor for the third 
time since Oct 25 if the hand 
count proceeds. 

"We expected this and we're 
prepared for it" said Martin. 

On Friday, the Hon. 
Theresa Maddelena heard 
cases from both Brunton and 
the Town ofFortErieandsaid 
a decision on whether the 
hand countwill take place will 
be provided on Monday. 

Details on who will pay for 
the second recount if it is 
granted will also be outlined 
in her decision, explained 
Martin shortly before press 
time on Friday. 

On Wednesday, an 
impromptu closed-session 
meeting was called, where 
councillors voted on whether 
or not to support the next 
recount. It was defeated by a 
vote of 4-1 with Noyes and 
Martin declaring conflicts of 
interest.

A new facility expected to 
open within the next cou¬ 
ple of weeks has a lot of 
tails wagging. 

An off-leash dog park is 
nearing completion at 
Sugarbowl Park, one of five 
locations considered by the 
Town and the community- 
at-large. 

In July, council directed 
Town staff to enter into a 
public consultation process 
and held an open house 
that was attended by about 
40 people, who were 
among the 500 that 
received notices in the mail 
that their input was sought, 
considering they live in 
close proximity to one of 
the five possible locations.

was deemed the most suit¬ 
able by residents and coun¬ 
cil directed staff to get 
started in September. The 
facility falls under the 
Town's parks and open 
space master plan. 

Signe Hansen, manager 
of parks and open space 
development for the Town 
said the response from the 
public so far has definitely 
been more on the positive 
side and that she hasn’t 
heard much growling about 
the chosen spot. 

Even though it isn’t offi¬ 
cially open to the public, 
the feedback has been sup¬ 
portive. 

“It appears it will be a 
successful and well-used 


facility,” said Hansen. 

But she does want people 
to know, the park will dras¬ 
tically improve very soon as 
there are some finishing 
touches that need to be 
done and will make the 
final product quite the 
treat. 

“We have a number of 
amenities we're looking to 
add to the park over the 
next couple of weeks," said 

The other locations con¬ 
sidered were the Battle of 
Ridgeway park, Stevensville 
Memorial Park, United 
Empire Loyalist Park, 
Waverly Beach Park and the 
Crystal Ridge Park. 

The budget set aside for 
the canine-friendly project 
is $25,000 which Hansen 
estimates is enough for a 
quality space for dogs and 
their owners to enjoy an 
afternoon. 

“We’ll probably come in 
just under that once every¬ 
thing is all said and done. 

No specific date has been 
given for an official open¬ 
ing, but Hansen said it will 
likely be at the beginning of 
December.

Bridges wants 
to help you quit 
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HIAFE needs local support 


Non-profit 
organization

The Head Injury 
Association of Fort Erie 
(HIAFE) was founded many 
years ago in 1987 and has 
been providing a number of 
services locally since then. 

If this is going to continue, 
the support of the commu¬ 
nity needs to pitch in a litde 
more, says HIAFE board 
treasurer Shirley Athoe. 

When the agency was 
founded by herself and 
another loci mother Jackie 
Denham, both of whom 
have sons with brain 
injuries, it was a mission to 
create a means for families 
to be provided with assis¬ 
tance and programs. 

"It happens to the whole 


family, not just the individ¬ 
ual," she said. 

It can be a challenge, pro¬ 
viding around the clock care 
for someone with an 
acquired brain injury as it 
consumes so much time and 

"It's very difficult," she 
said. 

She continued by pointing 
out a couple of upcoming 
fundraisers the HIAFE has in 
the works currently, saying it 
is these efforts that help 
keep the agency alive, but 
only by a thread. 

With dwindling bingo rev¬ 
enues being felt by non¬ 
profits all over Greater Fort 
Erie and a lack of govern¬ 
ment funding, it is a year- 
round challenge even 
though the community does 
show its support for events 
like the organization's home 
tours and the annual 
Mayor's Cup charity hockey 

"It's up to us to raise all the 
funds and it's a challenge," 
said Athoe. 

"It's such a desperate 
need," she added. 

She feels the community 
needs a better understand¬ 
ing of how many local fami¬ 
lies there are that rely on 


HIAFE's services. There are 
about 100 clients that 
receive assistance from the 
agency, most of whom need 
help on a regular basis, 
whereas some only require a 
drop-in to the Niagara 
Parkway office or a phone 
call to touch base with one 
of the workers three or four 
times a year. Either way, the 
community needs to 
become more involved. 

"We certainly need to cre¬ 
ate more awareness," said 

Steve Cox is a recently 
sworn in board of directors 
member, who just recently 
moved back to Fort Erie after 
graduating from the speech 
pathology program at 
Central Michigan University. 
He said he has always had 
an unbridled appreciation 
for his home community, 
which is one of the main rea¬ 
sons he decided to con¬ 
tribute a lot of his time to the 
HIAFE, along with having 
friends and family members 
with brain injuries. 

"At the basic level, it's 
about helping your commu¬ 
nity, but there are so many 
people that can be helped," 
said Cox. 

At the same time, Cox says 


people need to be aware 
about brain injuries and the 
measures you can take to 
avoid them, especially in 
the most succeptable age 
group from 17 to 24. 

"It's as simple as wearing 
a helmet when you ride a 
bicycle," he said. 

On Sunday Dec. 5, the 
HIAFE will be holding its 
7th annual Home Tour. The 
cost is $20 and those who 
participate will have the 
privilege of admiring sever¬ 
al elaborately decorated 
homes for the Christmas 
season. There are also 
prizes available, including a 
sketched portrait by local 
artist Jill Johnston. The 
tours run from 12 p.m. to 4 
p.m. and registration is at 
the HIAFE's office at 649 
Niagara Parkway at 11 a.m. 

Another fundraiser the 
HIAFE has in the works is a 
raffle for tickets to three 
games at the World Junior 
Hockey Championships in 
Buffalo on Dec. 31. There 
are six tickets in total for all 
three games.

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Learning about Niagara’s birds

Niagara has a unique and 
diverse bird population and 
two Niagara-based authors 
have collaborated to tell 
you all about them. 

John E. Black and Kayo J. 
Roy have recently penned a 
book titled Niagara Birds, a 
publication that is over 600 
pages in thickness and pro¬ 
vides a plethora of informa¬ 
tion about the variety of 
species that flock to the area 
at different parts of the year. 

Black is an avid bird 
watcher who arrived to 
Niagara in 1966 to teach 
Physics at Brock University. 
In 1993, he began research 
on the migration of birds on 
weather radar and on the 
nocturnal calls of migrating 
birds. 

Results of his findings 
have been published in 


Birder's Journal and he 
played a pivotal role in the 
compilation of the Ontario 
Breeding Bird Atlas. 

Roy moved to Niagara 
from the Greater Toronto 
Area in 1976 and became 
seriously interested in bird 
habits through his photog¬ 
raphy hobby. While his 
business as a retirement 
and pension consultant 
occupied most of his time, 
his passion for bird watch¬ 
ing gradually took over 
most of his spare time. He is 
a former executive member 
of the Federation of Ontario 
Naturalists, currently 
known as Ontario Nature 
and is a past-president of 
the Niagara Falls Nature 
Club. 

Black said compiling the 
interest and knowledge of 
both authors has created a 
superb finished product 
that nature lovers from all 


over will be appreciate. 

"We decided to combine 
our resources and write 
something together," said 
Black. 

According to both of 
them, there hasn't been a 
book like this published 
since the 1960s and was 
later updated in 1970. Their 
recent piece of work is cur¬ 
rent and provides up to date 
information about Niagara 
and the birds that fly here. 

There are sections in the 
book that touch on history, 
the geography of the region 
and how it affects bird 
habits. Also, detailed infor¬ 
mation about 368 species of 
birds in the area are given. 

"There's a page for Just 
about every bird," said Roy, 
who also explained the fin¬ 
ished product would not 
have been possible without 
the participation of other 
bird watchers and Niagara 


based conservation groups 
like the Bert Miller Nature 
Club. 

"We have contributions 
from many authors," said 
Black. 

Black and Roy both said 
they compiled their work 
for this elaborate publica¬ 
tion not to make money, 
but to educate people on a 
topic they are passionate 
and knowledgeable of. 

"We really want to get it 
out to the public," said Roy. 

The book was partially 
funded by a $10,000 grant 
from the Ontario Trillium 
Foundation, which will 
allow for it to be made 
available in Niagara high 
schools along with Brock 
University and Niagara 
College.

enhance Chronic Disease 
Prevention and 

Management (CDPM) in 
Fort Erie will be held on 
Nov. 22 and 30. 

Using the Triple Aim 
framework, participants 
will identify local priorities 
related to CDPM and as a 
group, build an action plan 
to improve the health of 
their community. 

The Triple Aim frame¬ 
work, developed by the 
Institute for Healthcare 
Improvement (IHI), bal¬ 
ances three health system 
goals: improving the health 
of the population, enhanc¬ 
ing the experience of care, 
and fiscal sustainability. 

In preparation for the 
event, LHIN staff held 


focus groups with more 
than 60 Fort Erie citizens 
and interviews with 
approximately 20 individu¬ 
als, including politicians, 
and health, community and 
social service providers in 
Fort Erie. The goal was to 
provide them an opportu¬ 
nity to identify local factors 
that contribute to chronic 
disease, and understand 
what they believe Fort Erie 
already has to offer, and 
what opportunities exist, 
related to preventing and 
managing chronic disease. 

Three main themes that 
emerged from the inter¬ 
views and focus groups are 
health education, health 
system co-ordination and 
population health. 

Additional themes, con¬ 
sidered enablers to support 
activities, include geogra¬ 
phy, affordability and com¬ 
munication. These main 
themes and enablers, in 
addition to other important 
information, including 
environmental factors and
